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Edward  Curd?  Taylor,  one  of  the  distinguished 
chemisis  of  his  time,  who  is  effectively  demonstrating 
that  the  tortuous  trail  to  new  knowledge  is  being 
blazed  bv  the  tireless,  long-working  man  of  science 
struggling  in  the  quiet  of  the  laboratory  without  relying 
111  any  way  upon  the  set-vices  of  interpreters,  or  "bally- 
hoo aitists."  Twite  within  the  past  year  this  43-year 
old  native  of  ISfassaihusetts  has  landed  in  the  head-' 
lines:  recently,  with  his  success  in  synthesizing  the  ac- 
tive principle  of  inarijuana.  and,  some  months  back, 
for  his  lX)le  in  helping  develop  anti-malarial  drugs 
for  the  American  forces  in  Vietnam. 

The  marijuana  synthesis,  an  exhausting  and  lorig- 
haul  group  effort  directed  by  Taylor,  here  in  Frick 
Chemical  Laboratory,  was  featured  in  journals  around 
the  world  in  that  it  makes  possible  a  whole  new  class 
of  drugs  with  great  potential  to  mankind.  The  teat, 
performed  with  a  simple  one-step  reaction  modeled 
after  the  way  die  chemical  may  be  formed  in  nature, 
estabhshes  a  base  for  research  on  a  drug  that  has  pro- 
found effects,  mental  and  physical,  on  man.  As  Taylor 
notes,  "chemists  should  now  find  it  easy  to  modify  tlie 
compound  in  the  hope  of  preserving  desirable  effects

Taylor's  "enlistment"  in  the  on-going  battle  against 
the  crucial  medical  problem  of  drug-resistant  malaria 
was  one  of  the  rare  instances  in  which  research  at 
Princeton  originated  with  a  proposal  from  outside  the 
University.  Where  nearly  all  Princeton-based  research 
projects  originate  with  an  individual  faculty  member, 
following  his  own  interests  and  considering  a  projects 
poteirtial  for  the  training  of  scientists,  Taylor  in  this

Pteridines,  natural  pixxlucts  found  in  such  places 
as  tlie  wings  of  butterflies,  the  eyes  of  flies  and  the 
skin  of  fish,  are  one  of  the  several  types  of  conipounds 
found  to  have  pronrise  against  malaria  during  the 
,\rmy's  intensive  testing  program  that  involves  jcreeir- 
ing  some  500  compounds  a  week.  Part  of  Taylor's 
work  in  this  dramatic  underuking  is  to  synthesize  new 
pteridine  compounds  tor  testing.  In  basic  terms,  as  one 
observer  has  pointed  out,  if  this  search  results  in  an
